Parsons belongs to a 
specific fund-raising group 
known as the Peloton 
Project. Pelotons are riders 
who race for money. The 


Peloton Project’s goal is to 
raise $1.5 million this year. 

“Each Peloton member 
has set their own personal 
goal for fund raising,” Par¬ 
sons said. “Mine is $ 1,000. 
The Peloton Project was 
able to reach their monetary 7 
goal. I personally have $ 850 
and will continue to accept 
pledges from anyone who 
can donate directly to me or 
through the Lance 
Armstrong Foundation's 
web site, www.lance 
armstrongfoundation.com.” 

Parsons emphasizes 
the importance of remem¬ 
bering people who have died 
from or survived cancer. 
Their memory is more im¬ 
portant than money could 
ever buy. 

“I have always enjoyed 
bicycling. It has been a 

blessing for me to cycle all 
over Texas,” she said. 

“I see cycling not as a 
physical race, but rather a 
race for human pride and 
dignity,” she said. 


“I train mainly by 
bicycling. I have set a 
limit of 40 miles for my¬ 
self. Most challenging 
about the Ride for Roses 
are Austin’s heat and 
many hills,” she said. 

Parsons has a great 

admiration for

as a living miracle 
through overcoming can¬ 
cer and winning The Tour 
de France three times. 
She hopes to one day 
meet her hero and long¬ 
time role model.

Children of poverty lose sense of belonging

One of the questions most 
frequently asked of children 
is, “What do you want to be 
when you grow up?” Adults 
also face this question in dif¬ 
ferent forms: What are you 
majoring in? What type of 
work do you do? 

This question alone, Alex 
Kotlowitz suggests, means 
We are an occupation-ori¬ 
ented society.” 

Kotlowitz is a multi¬ 
award-winning journalist who 
has published two books on 
the realities children face liv¬ 
ing in inner city communities. 

Kotlowitz sees himself a 
storyteller, as a voice for for¬ 
gotten innercity children. His 
recent writings focus on the 
importance of work in Ameri-

can society. 

There is a reality of work 
which simply means earning 
an income,” Kotlowitz said in 
an Enrichment Series speech 
earlier this semester. “A more 
critical element to working 
means working and having a 
job is a culture. The begin¬ 
ning and ending of our days

and weeks revolve around 
work.” 

Most importantly, Kot¬ 
lowitz emphasized the sense 
of belonging work gives to 
individuals and their commu¬ 
nity. In a city such as Chicago 
in communities with high un¬ 
employment, then the luxu¬ 
ries of movie theaters, restau-

rants, libraries, as well as ad¬ 
equate schools, are non-exis¬ 
tent. 

“A great epidemic has 
gripped innercity communities 
and it is silence,” he said to the 
audience of about 100 students, 
faculty and area residents. 

He described types of si¬ 
lence: “obvious and subtle.” 

“Obvious silence,” he said, 
“is what I call an institutional 
silence where poor people liv¬ 
ing in the projects are subjected 
to different forms of treatment 
than people from suburban ar¬ 
eas.” 

For example, a shooting in 
the projects does not receive 
the same quality of attention a 
shooting in the suburbs gets. 

Both shooting incidents may 
receive medical attention, but 
one child will get more emo¬

tional help than the other. 
Many of these kids feel 

like they need to be silent be- 

\ 

cause they feel they are not 
being believed,” he said. 

Kotlowitz calls this second 
form of silence, “Self-impos¬ 
ing silence.” It is most emo-

tionally harmful to the psyche 
of children living in the 
projects. 

This self-imposing silence 
is the kind of silence that can 
slowly strangle the life out of 
one spirited child at a time.” 

Kotlowitz said segregation 
is still as strong today as it ever 


during the peak of segrega¬ 
tion,” he said.

was in our history. 

“It is no accident that our 
nation’s poor are African- 
American and Hispanics,” he 
explained, 

Most housing projects were 
built during the 1950s and 60s 


He expressed his disap¬ 
pointment that, during the 2000 
presidential campaign, both 
Democrats and Republicans 
failed to even mention pov¬ 
erty, let alone suggest finding 
a solution. George W. Bush’s 
main message while campaign¬ 
ing was to “Leave no children 
behind,” yet “hard facts tell us 
otherwise. Texas has one of 
thehighest precentages of chil¬ 
dren without health care insur¬ 
ance,” Kotlowitz said. 

Texas ranks 44th in the na¬ 
tion in child immunization and 
45th in proper prenatal care. 

Kotlowitz blames the 
Democrats as well. Former 
Vice President A1 Gore, he said, 
claimed his party is “the party 
of the working people.

But Kotlowitz questioned, 
what about the people who 
can’t find work? Or those who 
are unable to work? And what 
about those people who did 
work and found themselves laid 
off for one reason or another? 

Despite no quick solution 
for these, Kotlowitz said, “A 
good place to start is by listen¬ 
ing and believing what each 
child has to say.” 

When discussing matters 
concerning poverty, he said, 
We all need to talk openly and 
candidly about race and 
money.” 

Kotlowitz has made it his 
business to educate humans ig¬ 
norant of facts about the reali¬ 
ties of segregation and pov¬ 
erty. Kotlowitz says the first 
step in conquering these battles 
is to simply listen and believe.

family and food, she said. 

Spanish and French in¬ 
structor, Dr. Elaine Graybill, 
is living proof of what the 
Komen Foundation stands for. 
Graybill, a breast cancer sur¬ 
vivor, proudly contributes fi¬ 
nancially to the Foundation. 

Her initial reaction when 
she found out about her dis¬ 
ease was, “I had to depend on 
somebody else to take care of 
me. I had to place my life in 
the hands of God and the doc¬ 
tors.” 

Graybill learned her diag¬ 


nosis in August, 2000 and fin¬ 
ished her last chemo treat¬ 
ment May 9, 2001. 

During this trying period 
she continued to work and 
maintain a positive attitude 
through hope, support and 
prayer. 

Graybill said she wouldn‘t 
change one thing if her can¬ 
cer recurred. 

“I would continue to work 
and keep my trust and posi¬ 
tive attitude with the uncon¬ 
ditional love and support I get 
daily from my friends, family 
and God.” 

Her advice to anyone fac¬ 
ing is, “To accept your condi¬ 
tion, listen and follow doctor‘s 
instructions and most impor¬ 
tantly, never let go of your 
positive attitude and always 
express thanks to your loved 
ones.” 

Graybill‘s motto for life is 
shared by other cancer survi¬ 
vors. It is the No. 1 lesson for 
everyone of us - to maintain 
a positi ve attitude and express 
much gratitude.
